It also happens that Mr. Durbin 
and Dr. Snyder have both lived in Narberth for more than 40 years. 

It is expected there will be a numerous attendance at the formal 
celebration of the respective anniversaries. Certainly the careers of 
the gentlemen to be honored and the manner in which they have added 
to the fame and prestige of Narberth well warrant an expression of 
community esteem in a grand way. 

Mr. Jefferies states it was the first desire of the committee to have 
the dinner occur in Narberth, so as to better maintain the home-town 
aspect, but adequate facilities for such occasions continue to be one 
of the Borough's needs. The Overbrook Golf Club was decided on be- 
cause it can accommodate a large gathering and there is assurance that 
the food and general arrangements will be of a first-rate order. In 
! addition, it is only a five-minutes' drive from Narberth. Transportation 
will also be provided for those who request it.

He was also presi- 
dent of the Poor Richard Club, one of America's foremost advertising 
groups, for several terms and is held in affectionate regard by all the 
member of that alert fraternity. 

Dr. Snyder will also be sponsored by a speaker who has worked 
with him through the years in bringing the science of Osteopathy to 
its present unchallenged status in America. The final selection has not 
as yet been made, as there are many from whom to choose, but there 
can be confidence that the audience will be well informed regarding 
the high status our neighbor occupies in his distinguished specialty.

Bird Lovers Gird for Fight 
With Defenders of Hawks 



Lower eMrion bird lovers are 
gnning for the Delaware Valley 
Ornithological Society as well as 
cooper and sharpskin hawks. 

They are preparing for the pub- 
lic meeting in the Lower Merion 
Township building in Ardmorc 
Friday night with everything ex- 
cept double-barrelled shotguns. 

They are not only calling an ar- 
ray of prominent Main Line wit- 
( nesses to testify as to the preda- 
tory habits of cooper and sharp- 
skin hawks but there will be nat- 
uralists and scientists at hand for 
expert testimony. 

The leader of the anti-hawk 
drive in Lower Merion, Barney 
Fischer, even predicted there 
would be dead cooper hawks sub- 
mitted as evidence even if he had 
to take to the open fields of the 
Main Line estates to shoot them 
down himself. 

Fischer, who lives on Simpson 
Rd., Ardmore, said that local bird 
lovers were incensed that members 
of the ornithological society should 
defend birds of prey that had been 
condemned by the State Game 
Commission as vermin. Local 
members of the society, including 



William J. Serrill, Edward Wool- 
man and William Bailey, all of 
Haverford, have predicted that the 
hawk-hunt will lead to juvenile de- 
linquency and revive prejudice 
against all hawks many of which 
are harmless for song birds. 

Outlining the position of Lower 
Merion bird lovers and explaining 
what was contemplated in the 
anti-hawk campaign Fischer is- 
sued the following statement yes- 
terday: 

"We wish to invite all bird lov- 
ers to attend the meeting on con- 
trol of hawks in the Lower Meri- 
on Township building Friday night 
at 8 P. M. 

"To to the hawk lovers, we say, 
we don't questions you intentions, 
but we do question your knowl- 
edge of the serious situation that 
faces Lower Merion and how we 
aim to solve it. 

"Our song birds need help in 
their battle against cooper and 
sharpskin hawks. There is no in- 
tention of having young boys tour- 
ing the township with firmarms. 
The shooting should be done by 
experienced and mature members

John Reinhart 
Killed in Crash 

Went To L. M. High; 
Lived in Merion 

A 28-year-old Naval Reserve 
flier, formerly of Merion, crashed 
tc- his death Sunday at Atlantic 
City while on a practice flight. 

The dead officer was Lieutenant 
John H. Reinhart, of 35 Ardmore 
Ave., Lansdowne, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. George R.| Reinhart, Jr. of 
648 S. Highland Ave., Merion. Lt. 
Reinhart was well known on the 
Main Line., where he attended 
Lower Merion High School and 
Episcopal Academy. He gradu- 
ated from Franklin and Marshal 
College. 

The officer was in a formation 
of six Helldivers, all piloted by 
reservists who ..fly two Sundyyp a 
month from the Willow Grove 
Naval Air Station. Lt. Reinhart 
was leading the second "V" of 
three planes. The pilots had been 
"peeling off" from formation and 
dropping small practice bombs on 
a target at the Navy's Black Point 
Bombing Range, two miles inland 
from the ocean. Reinhart was on 
his third dive from 7000 feet 
when his plane failed to level off 
and plunged into the swampland. 

He was killed instantly as the 
plane nosed into the marsh. There 
was no ».xplosion and the plane 
did not burn. 

Reinhart joined the Navy in 
1942, after a course in aviation 
engineering, and completed his ad- 
vanced training at the Reserve 
Base, Philadelphia Navy Yard. 
He was sent to Pensacola and 
commissioned an ensign there. He 
continued to serve as an instruc- 
ts at Pensacola during the war. 
A brother, George. 3d, is a com- 
mander in the Navy.

Navy Vet Was Fearless, 
Father Tells Coroner 



Surviving four years of rugged 
PT boat warfare in the Pacific 
had made Richard Boswell Scho- 
field, 24, so fearless he saw no 
danger in anything, his father, 
Frank E. Schofield. 212 Llanfair 
Rd., Ardmore, told Coroner W. J. 
Rushong and an inquest jury here 
last Thursday afternoon. 

On the morning of Nov, 29, 
young Schofield apparently saw no 
danger in turning on his auto ra- 
dio while seated in the car in his 
garage. As a result he died ac- 
cidentally of monoxide poisoning. 

That was the verdict of the 
coroner's jury after hearing testi- 
mony of Schofield's father, his 
family physician, Dr. S. J. Brin- 
ton, Bryn Mawr, Lower Merion 
Police Lieutenant McLaughlin and 
Coroner's physician, Dr. J. C. 
Simpson. 

The elder Schofield said his son 
had "too little fear." 

"He survived an explosion which 
sent him. to a hospital for six 



weeks with burns and he slept 
by day, and went out on PT boats 
by night,'' the father said. 
Eig-hty per cent of the men who 
went out with him never came 
back" 

He gave this service background 
on his son while he recited the 
facts of finding, his son in the 
car in the family garage at 5 A. 
M., Nov. 29, 1946. 

"3 woke at 3 A. M. and saw the 
hall light still on," the elder Scho- 
field commented. He often stayed 
up late listening to the radio or 
reading. At 5 I awoke again 
again and the light was still on. 
I saw the garage door was par- 
tially open and when I went to 
investigate, I found my son in the 
car. Richard's head was still and 
hung to one side. The radio was 
playing so loudly I could not hear 
if he had any heart beat. I ran 
back to the house, got help and

In the front section of the gallery 
is the office of the Lt. Governor 
where Mr. Bell resided until he 
was made Governor January 2 so 
that former Governor, Edward 
Martin could be sworn into the

Editor Speaks 
AtBoroPTA 

Next To Religion 
Is Sportsmanship, 

He says 

Next to religion as a guide for 
right living, comes sportmanship. 
Edwin Pollock, Evening Bulletin 
sports editor, told members of the 
Narberth Public School Parent- 
Teachers' Association at a meeting 
held Monday night. 

"There is a great, deal jn com- 
mon between religion and good 
sportmanship: the idea of doing 
unto others as you would have 
them do unto you," he added. 

Pollock, for many years with 
the old Philadelphia Public Led- 
ger, pointed out that sports leach 
many things, — intuition, quick 
thinking, the desire to win. to put; 
forth your best efforts, care of the 
body, and development of the body 
and mind. 

"Many of America's leaders have 
come from the fields of sports," he 
said. "This was certainly true 
during the war, when the best 
fighters were boys with a back- 
ground of sports." 

Pollock illustrated this statement 
by citing a commander in the all 
force who took a poll of his fly- 
ers. Those who were considered 
good, capable and courageous fly- 
ers, he said, were found to be boys 
with an athletic background. Others 
in whom they had little faith, were 
boys with little athletic training. 

Striking out against professional 
betting on sports, Pollock said, 
"Professional gamblers should be 
kept out of sports because eventual- 
ly it will be arranged, so that the 
game will be fixed. We should, 
have laws in every state prohibit- 
ing bribing of players." 

The meeting was led by Richard 
Lehman, P. T. A. president, with 
the invocation by Father O'Connor, 
of St. Margaret's church. The sa- 
lute to the flag was led by Gwen 
Hunsicker. 

During the business meeting 
which preceded the program, W. J. 
Drcnnen, Narberth school prin- 
cipal, announced that starting, the 
last week in January and continu- 
ing for three weeks, Dr. Frank 
Burge, of Radcliffe road, Cynwyd, 
wil take X-rays of Narberth school 
pupils, free of charge.

to the Schol Board, which admin- 
isters all school activities. 

When the ownership of the 
trophies was finally clarified by 
the solicitors of the two Boards, 
trouble further ensued over the 



building of the cabinet according 
to the specifications of the Gener- 
al's engineers — it called for 
enough glass to enclose an eight- 
foot high totem pole. But there 
was no glass being manufactured 
— so that type of cabinet was out 
as far as immediate construction 
was concerned. 

But on Monday night, F. A. Du- 
bois, Superintendent of the L. M. 
Schools, reported that the difficul- 
ty has been solved. It seems that 
the General, though irate over the 
delay, had given the Board per- 
mission to have the totem pole 
set up OUTSIDE of the cabinet. 

T, W. Hammonds & Brother, of 
Bryn Mawr, said that in that case 
it could assure the beginning of 
the construction on a modified de- 
sign of the General's engineers. 

Next problem confronting the 
Board: where to put one slightly- 
used eight-foot-high totem pole?

U. S. Senate on its first day to 
acquire seniority immediately. 

The Governor's office is located 
ii> the South wing of the building, 
behind the House of Representa- 
tives. The luxurious outside of- 
fice! of the Governor was filled 
last Wednesday afternoon with 
high school children going through 
the building on a guided tour. 
While I was waiting in the inside 
office I mat up with Dave Harris 
and his wife who had just stopped 
by to say hello to Governor Bell. 
James Duff, then governor-elect, 
now Governor, had just appointed 
Mr. Harris to the position he had 
held under Martin, that of Secre- 
tary of Revenue. He is chairman 
of the Philadelphia Republican 

Committee, besides. 

* * * 

The inside office is carpeted 
in light green, has dark oak 
panelling from floor to ceil- 
ing with orna'te carving, crys- 
tal chandeliers and wall brack- 
et lamps. High above the eye 
level, ju3t two feet below the 
ceiling, on all four walls, are 
portraits of all of Pennsyl- 
vania'* past governors. 

The Governor's private of- 
fice is also panelled in carved 
oak. Governor Bell sat at the 
head of a horse-shoe-shaped 
desk with a red leather top. 

Though he had left word not 
to be disturbed the Governor 
signed letters throughout the 
interview saying that he had 
to get that work done some- 
time and that he felt "The red 
tape requiring the Governor 
to sign countless papers each 
day, having little or no con- 
nection with the office of 
Governor is one of the most 
bothersome details of 6eni,o: 
Governor. Not only that, but 
they usuilly have to be signed 
in quadruplicate." 

His secretary, she's Miss 
Elizabeth Fahnestock, a State 
Civil Service employee, who 
hag been with Mr. Bell since 
he was appointed Secretary of 
Banking in 1939, was taking 
dictation between my ques- 
tions. 

* * * 

In answer to a question about 
the routine which takes up the 
Governor's day, Bell replied, "It 
is mostly concerned with signing 
papers and seeing 100 or more 
visitors a day, official and other- 
wise, who have business with him. 
Of course, since I've been in office 
the Legislature hasnt' been in ses- 
sion so that no work in that direc- 
tion has arisen. But normally 
that, too, is part of the Governor's 
daily routine, keeping track of all 
the legislation before the govern- 
ing bodies. 

"The difference between my du- 
ties as Lt. Governor and Gover- 
nor are manifold. For instance, 
as Lt. Governor I presided over 
the Senate, just as the U. S. Vice- 
President presides over the U. S. 
Senate. As Governor, I have to 
write numerous speeches. Satur- 
day I have to make a speech for 
the Founder's Day exercises at the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
that is how I spent my morning, 
after answering nearly 100 letters 
which I started on as soon as I 
entered the office at 8:30 A. M." 

* * * 

In reply to the question 
abouL his future political plans 
he said, "I'm planning to re- 
turn to my law practice with 
the firm of Norris, Bell, Lex, 
Hart and Eldredge.'' 

Commenting on politics in 
genral however, he said, "In 
my opinion the salvation of 
our country depends upon the 
people taking a more active in- 
terest and participation in gov- 
ernment. Our republican form 
of government, which is erron- 
eously called democracy, is on 
trial, not only in our own 
country but throughout the 
world. The liberty for which 
our forefathers fought, bled 
and died is endangered by the- 
ories and philosophies of gov- 
ernment which have proved 
dismal failures down through 
the ages. We must at all haz- 
ards fight regimentation, bu- 
reaucracy and a planned econ- 
omy, each of which destroys 
liberty and will eventually 
make us a nation of regiment- 
ed puppets. In order to pre- 
serve our form of government 
and our cherished free way of 
life we must elect for leader- 
ship and for public office free- 
dom-loving men and women 
who have high ideals and pro- 
gressive principles and who 
will pla^e the welfare of our 
country above everything 
else."

Among them were his three sons 
and two daughters, but his daugh- 
ters, Sally and Sophie, didn't stay 
to spend the night in the Execu- 
tive Mansion with the rest of the 
family.

Bell, w'iio finished his 19-day 
term of office Tuesday when 
.lames Duff was sworn in, lives at 
283 Hathaway Lane, Wynnewood. 
He is the son of John C. Bell and 
Fleurette dt Benncville Myers 
Bell. He graduated from Episco- 
pal Academy in 1910, the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in 1914 
and its law school in 1917. From 
1919 to 1922 he was Assistant 
City Solicitor of Philadelphia and 
from 1922 to 1925 he was Assist- 
ant District Attorney of Philadel- 
phia. Between 1925 and 1938, the 
Bell family lived a relatively 
peaceful life — then, politically, 
things began to pop. First, Mr. 
Bell became chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee Speak- 
ers' Bureau. In that same year 
he was made Finance Chairman of 
the "James for Governor" Primary 
Campaign and Vice-Chairman of 
the Republican State Finance 

Committee. 

* * * 

In 1939 he was made Secre- 
tary of Banking of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, a 
term which lasted until 1942, 
and at that time, he was elect- 
ed to the office of Lt. Gover- 
nor. 

His hobbies include tennis 
in which ht was a finalist for 
the United States Court Ten- 
nis Doubles Championship in 
1926, 1929, 1931. 1932, 1934, 
and 1936. In 1920, by the 
way, he ranked in Lawn Ten- 
nis among the first ten in 
America. From 1930 to 1935 
he was the Philadelphia Court 
Tennis Doubles Champion. 

Extra-curricular activities 
include such things as being 
Commander of the Crusaders 
of Pennsylvania, President 
of the Racquet Club of Phila- 
delphia, a member of the 
Gulph Mills Golf Club, mem- 
ber of the Society of Sons 
of the Revolution and the Co- 
lonial Society of Pennsylvania. 
His son, John C. Bell, III, 
also a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, was with 
his father during his days as 
Pennsylvania's Chief Execu- 
tive. He just returned from 
the Army in which he served 
as an Infantry Sergeant. 
His two brothers, Louis, B. Bell 
and George de Benneville Bell 
were also in the service. Louis 
was a corporal in the Artillery 
and George was a Lt. in the Army 
Air Forces. ■■ 

Governor and Mrs. Bell's final 
executive function was a small 
dinner which they gave in honor 
of the then Governor-elect James 
Duff and his wife Monday night 
"in the Executive Mansion. 

Back in private life since Tues- 
day, John C. Bell, Jr., can be 
found at his home or at his law 
offices, 1500 Walnut St., Philadel- 
phia, under the title of Mister. 
However, he served this state as 
its Governor — the only Lt. Gover- 
nor to succeed tc that office in this 
Commonwealth, since 1790.

we pushed the car partialy out of 
the garage and got him out of 
the car. We called the police, who 
were there in three minutes and 
they applied artificial respiration 
until Dr. Brinton arrived and 
pronounced him dead." 

Asked if the Navy veteran had 
been brooding or in ill health, the 
father responded negatively and 
told of his son's conduct the pre- 
vious evening. 

"We had dinner at the Merion 
Golf Club that night, where we 
both are members," Mr. Scho- 
field told the jury. "He was hap- 
py, had arranged a golf match for 
two days later and called a girl 
friend and planned a dinner en- 
gagement at the club on Thanks- 
giving evening. He was pleased 
with our business and was plan- 
ning a trip." 

The faMier did describe a glass 
of what he called water with pos- 
sibly some bicarbonate of soda 
which he found on the seat. 

"The glass was removed to the 
ground and some one stepped on 
it and broke it while we were try- 
ing to revive my son," Mr. Scho- 
field said. He explained the son 
had complained of indigestion dur- 
ing the evening. 

No trace of Schofields activities 
could be learned from 10 the pre- 
vious evening when he called on 
e sick friend in Ardmore and left 
after a few minutes when he 
learned he had gone to bed. 

The victim's father said he had 
only two or three drinks the pre- 
vious evening. He said his son 
often slept in the auto when he 
returned home as he had acquired 
a habit of staying up at night 
while in the hazardous PT serv- 
ice 

Schofield said his son had no 
known enemies and scouted any 
idea of foul play. He said the ig- 
nition switch was on but the motor 
was not running when he found 
his son. He said he didn't exam- 
ine the "rotor to learn if it had 
been running. 

Dr. Brinton told of being called 
to the scene at 5.15 that morning 
and of the resuscitation efforts. 

"I had known the boy since he 
was 3 or 4. He was very happy, 
cheerful and had no motive for 
taking his life. He had the 'flu' 
the month before, but had recov- 
eied," Dr. Brinton said. 

The Bryn Mawr physician said 
Schofield had been out the previ- 
ous night and his battery had run 
down and provided the possible ex- 
planation that the victim had 
been running the motor in the car 
tc recharge the battery while lis- 
tening to the radio.

Subsidy Helps 
School Menus 

Under a Federal subsidy plan 
Lower Merion public school pupils 
are going in for bigger and bet- 
ter meals in their school cafe- 
terias. 

Subsidies are provided with Fed- 
eral Government funds for three 
types of lunches: 

The A type lunch, subsidized 
for nine cents, is a complete meal. 
Served without milk it takes a 
seven cents subsidy. 

The B type lunch, subsidized for 
six cents, is about the same but 
with smaller portions. Served 
without milk it takes a four cents 
subsidy. 

The C type lunch is milk only 
and takes a two cents sbsidy. 

Superintendent of Schools F. A. 
Dubois reports that all of the 
schools have applied for the milk 
subsidy; six of the cafeterias for 
the nine cents subsidy lunch and 
two for the six cents subsidy 
lunch. 

Operation of the Federal sub- 
sidy plan started January C with 
the release of funds through the 
State Department of Public In- 
struction. 

"There was an immediate re- 
sponse to the plan," Superintend- 
ent Dubois reported, "and it ap- 
pears that this new type lunch at 
its low cost is going to be much 
more .popular than we anticipat- 
ed" 

To carry out the plan and meet 
the demand the superintendent 
said new help and equipment 
would ha^e to be added.

At the delicatessen 
counters, salads, relishes., and pre-

Pennsylvania has one hundred 
and thirty known caves of which 
fourteen have been opened to the 
public and operated commercially 
— a . larger number than in the 
State of Virginia. 

Most of Pennsylvania's caver; 
are found in the limestone belt 
of the State and have been formed 
by the action of water over a 
period of hundreds of thousands 
of years. One evidence as to their 
great age lies in the fact that the 
remains of many extinct animals 
and of animals that no longer in- 
habit any part of North America 
have been discovered in Pennsyl- 
vania's caves. Several species of 
mastodoon, an extinct hairy ele- 
phant, two species of saber-tooth- 
ed tiger — one of the most power- 
ful carnivorous animals ever

New Buildings 
To Be Erected 
At Villanova 

Break Ground For 
Largest Program In 
College's History 



Plans for the erection of three 
new buildings at Villanova Col- 
lege were announced this week by 
the Very Rev. Mortimer A. Sulli- 
van, O. S. A., chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, and the Very 
Kev. Francis X. McGuire, presi- 
dent. 

Ground breaking ceremonies for 
the largest single program in the 
college's 105-year-history were 
held Wednesday and construction 
i.< expected to get underway soon. 

The new buildings include a 
memorial library, a chemical en- 
gineering building and a naval 
scisnee and tactics armory. The 
buildings will be of stone construc- 
tion to harmonize with other 
campus buildings, and will be 
ready for occupancy in September, 
1048] 

In announcing the plans, Father 
McGuire said, "The largest build- 
ing program in the history of Vil- 
lanova college is intended to fulfill 
the present and immediate future 
needs of 1ne school." 

"Only the late war prevented 
earlier construction. It is hoped 
these buildings will provide space 
to give present and future Villa- 
novans the opportunity of secur- 
ing the best that an educational 
institution can offer." 

The memorial library will be a 
three-story building with space 
for 400,000 books. It will seat 
500 students and will include semi- 
nar, music and faculty reading 
rooms and offices. 

The chemical engineering build- 
ing will be a two and one-half 
story structure which will house 
a metallurgical laboratory, X-ray 
laboratory for metals, a dark 
room and unit operations labora- 
tory. The building will also have 
classrooms and a seminar room, a 
drafting room and a urbine room. 
It will house temporarily new 
approximately 5,000 more," he 
said. 

"Delaware Countians have been 
most generous .in contributing to 
the work of their association. 
However, in order to carry out 
our program fully this year, we 
will need the additional support 
of those who have not yet con- 
tributed through the purchase of 
Christmas Seals.

spelled out in four-foot high light- 
ed letters. The building itself 
Galley 39 ;;9 39 39 
contains 20,000 square feet, has 
hot air heat, 132 feet of counter 
space and nearly 1000 feet of cold 
cathode lighting. The latter, 
which gives off no heat, is similar 
to neon and was installed by the 
General 'Electric Company. 

On the north side of the store, 
there is parking space for 100 
cars. 

The new store is staffed by 
more than 150 employees who 
will serve customers from both 
the Philadelphia and Main Line 
sides of City Line Ave, 

Purchases will be checked in 
IS cash register booths, fitted with 
slide tops which enable one cus- 
tomer to pile her packages on the 
rear of the counter while another 
is having hers tabulated. When 
the first customer's tabulation is 
finished, the clerk pulls forward 
the sliding shelf, bringing the 
second customer's pile of packages 
up to be checked. 

The new Food Fair will sell 
not only all the well known na- 
tionally advertised brands of stan- 
dard food items, but in addition 
such luxuries as orange slices pi - e- 
served in wild honey and lemon 
juice, wild rice, onion soup, green 
turtle soup, packaged ice cream, 
rare seasonings and brandied hard 
sauce. 

A unique feature of the frosted 



food department is the Freez-o- 
mat machine. This contains 35 
units, each with an individual 
door for each variety of frozen 
fruit or vegetable. When a custo- 
mer opens the door, the box of 
food is automatically pushed for- 
ward in the long refrigerated 
compartment. A light at the top 
of each row shows when the com- 
partment is nearly empty and 
needs to be refilled by one of the 
clerks. There are three of these 
machines in the store. The frosted 
food department also features fro- 
zen pies, which need only to be 
put in the oven and cooked. 

Other features of the new store 
include a self-service bakery table 
a machine which makes fresh 
doughnuts while you wait, a home 
needs department, a cosmetic 
counter and a department filled 
with items a housewife needs to 
keep her home in working order 
throughout the day. 

Manager of the new store will 
be Clayton Webster, one of the 
Food Fair firm's top managers, 
who was head of the Collingswood, 
N. J. market until he took over 
his new duties. 

"All of our prices will be ceil- 
ing prices or lower," Webster said 
when the store opened Tuesday. 
Regular hours, he said, will be 
from 9 A. M. to 6 P. M. Monday 
through Wednesday. On Thursday 
the store will be open from 9 
A. M. to b P. M.; on Friday from 
9 A. M. to 10 P. M. and on Satur- 
day from 8 A. M. to 6 P. M. 



Soroptimists Launch

Since the Soroptimists in other 
lans, just as the clubs here, are 
composed of professional women 
and business executives, Mrs. 
Spiess hopss that she can "match 
up - ' members of similar occupa- 
tional interests. There are about 
fiO members in the Nottingham 
Club; colse to 100 in the group. 

There are 127 clubsin the Sor- 
optimist Federation of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland and 44 clubs in 
the European Federation. Clbbs 
are located i nNorway, Holland, 
Denmark .France, Belgium and 
Switzerland. 

The Americans and British 
jointly are undertaking the task 
of rehabilitating both clubs and 
individual members in Europe. 
Not only were a number of clubs 
forced to cease functioning dur 
ing the war years (those in Ger- 
many and Italy have yet to be 
reorganized) but many of the So 
roptimists became completely im- 
poverished durin gthe war losing 
ing business and equipment 
through bombings, seizure by the 
Germans or pillage.

Women in Great Britain and 
totaling $40,000, which is being 
used to help the individual Sorop- 
timists become re-established in 
business and professions. Thirty 
women have applied for financial 
aid so far. 

Members of the American Fed- 
eration raised a fund of ?27,0OO, 
this money to be used by clubs 
rather than individuals for their 
rehabilitation.

Red Cross Aide 

James D. Nicholson 
Warns Casualty Peak 
Not Yet Reached 

Volunteer workers in the 1947 
Red Cross Fund Campaign last 
week were lold by James P. Nich- 
olson. Executive Vice President, 
American National Red Cross, 
that "the peak of casualties attri- 
buted to World War II will not 
be reached until 1976." 

Local Red Cross officials at- 
tending the dinner-meeting inclu- 
ded Mrs. Prcscott Watts, Fund 
Chairman of the Bala-Cynwyd 
Branch; -Mrs. Siter Owen, Fund 
Chairman of the Main Line 
Branch; -ind Frank Porter, Dis- 
aster Chairman of the Upper 
Haverford Township Branch. 

Nicholson, who addressed two 
meetings of local Red Cross 
Branch Chairmen and Branch 
Fund Chairmen, laid the ground- 
work for the drive in which 
residents of the five-county area 
comprising the Southeastern Penn- 
sylvania Chapter will ho asked 
to raise $2,490,000 — approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 less than the 
1946 goal. 

"Some people," Nicholson said, 
"believe the war is over. For 
some, and they are the 250,000 
permanently maimed veterans, the 
war never will be over. It isn't 
over for the members of the 
armies of occupation. The Red 
Cross today is as essential as it 
was during the war. 

"Statisticians today figure the 
peak of casualties attributable to 
World War II will not be reached 
until 1976. As tome progresses, 
injuries and other effects of the 
war will become more visible with 
the advancing years."

Busy Congressman From 
Haverford s Rowdy Class 



Haverford College's famous row- 
dy class of 1910 not only turned 
out famous men and writers but 
it also graduated John Phillips, 
one of the busiest and best-in- 
formed congressmen in Washing- 
ton today. 

Phillips made his home in Dela- 
ware County for 21 years before 
he bought a California ranch to 
regain his health. But instead of 
raising oranges he went in for 
Scotty dogs, a hobby that soon 
brought him into demand as a 
speaker. His speking gave him 
a wide acquaintance and in 1932 
he served on the Banning Cali- 
fornia, town council and then 
stepped up to the State Legisla- 
ture. 

Following his natural inclina- 
tion for lanching Phillips went 
t:> Europe in 1937 to study agri- 
culture. He was arrested by Kiev 
Soviet officials in 1937 for taking 
pictures without authority but 
soon gained his release. 

In last year's election his peo- 
ple sent him back to Congress 
with a 23,000 majority. For the 
Congress now in session he has 
elected to take a post on the ap- 
propriations committee where he 
will make a study of financial aid 
for farms and farmers. 

Congressman Phillips' father 
was a mining engineer who lived 
ir. St. Davids where the congress- 
man grew up and graduated from 
Radnor High School. 

Records show that every mem- 



ber of the famous 1910 class had 
something published. Among 
Phillips' ■"lassmntes were Christo- 
pher Moley. Philip Noel-Butler, 
minister of State in the British 
Cabinet. 

Phillips is looking forward to a 
visit from Haverford College stu- 
dents who are taking government 
courses. The visit was arranged 
by President Gilbert White of 
Haverford College for sometime 
next month. 

For his second term in Con- 
gress, that was in 1944, Congress- 
man rhiilips was elected by both 
Republicans and '"brnocrats. 

Mrs. Phillips her husband's 
secretary. They live near Alex- 
andria but are unable to keep a 
Scotty dog. Co"i;rcssman Phillips 
served in World War 1 and his 
three sons and a daughter served 
in the last war.
